Hummel 
affidavit, 
which, 
with the consent of the defense, was 
read in full to the jury. The affidavit 
proved a surprise only In the alleged 
severity of

assaults 
H arry K. 
Thaw is said to have made upon Eve­ 
lyn N( shit during their trip through 
Europe in 1903, when, according to the 
testimony of Abraham Hummel, Miss 
Nesbir 
would 
not 
sign 
statem ents 
which Thaw had prepared accusing 
Stanford 
White of having drugged 
and ruined hi r. 
In this affidavit Miss Nesblt charges 
Thaw with having attacked her with 
a cowhide whip while they were stop­ 
ping at an old castle in the Austrian 
Tyrol and lashing her bare skin until 
she became faint from the pain and 
swooned. 
He repeated the attack the 
next day. according to the affidavit, 
and afterw ard in Paris he beat her 
at half hour intervals throughout one 
entire day, leaving off only when she 
would faint away and could no longer 
understand what was happening. Miss 
Nesblt Is alleged to have sworn In the 
affidavit that she was In daily fear for 
her life an d that Thaw acted as a 
d em en ted person during some of the 
assaults 
The affidavit was in some ways a di­ 
rect contradiction of Hum m el’s recent 
testimony upon the stand. 
In order 
that the defense might not prevent 
him from telling the story of the m ak­ 
ing of the affidavit, he stated positive­ 
ly that he was not acting as Miss Nes- 
bit’s a t t o r n e y when he drew up the 
docum ent; that he was acting solely 
1ti the interest of Stanford W hite and 
that no legal action was contemplated 
in behalf of the young woman who is 
now Harry Thaw’s wife.

An Atlantic Derelict. 
New York, March 19.—The loss at 
sea of the Norwegian steam er Skuld, 
while bound from Philadelphia to Rot­ 
terdam, has been reported by officers 
of the steam er Bosnia of the Ham­ 
burg'American line. The Bosnia sight­ 
ed the Skuld lying on her beam ends 
about 150 miles south of the island of 
Miquelon, on March 13.
